The Commissioners were authorized to lay ont, grade, level, open
streets, ole, i new precinets of Baltimore, Fast amd West of Jones
Inadls, which were contigunons to Daltimore, and were annexed in
1N816,

The Comnissioners’ work was in anticipafion of an extension of
the ity bonndaries and was wmostly pertormed before the actual
extension. Though their duties were identical in their respective
precinets, they were separate and distinet bodies.

The I'recinet Commissioners often worked with the ity Cominis-
stoners when the grade of a street 1o be established extended in both
the City and Precinets,
